Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has reviewed the contents of the 
application and believes the rejections presented in the previous action to be valid. 

Applicant has argued that the Nazarathy reference does not anticipate the independent claims as indicated in the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e). Applicant's arguments focus on the limitation of the processor to dynamically allocate a downstream channel or an 
upstream channel during operation of the fiber node; Applicant argues that Nazarathy does not disclose this limitation as the timeslots 
allocated by Nazarathy are different from the channels disclosed in portions of the specification of the present application. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with this argument. The claim language is broad as the term channel can be fairly interpretted as much broader 
than the passage of the specification cited by Applicant. Examiner maintains that the timeslots allocated by Nazarathy are channels as 
they are a portion of the bandwidth allocated for the communication of information. The previous rejections are therefore maintained. 
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
